"A Taste For Art," 
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The racing 
issue should 
unite cities 

Too bad Damon Runyon's not around anymore. He'd be a 
natural at cutting the red ribbon when Virginia Beach's 
thoroughbred horse track reaches the finish line in the next 
couple of years. 

What character that newspaperman could bring to the event. Of 
course, he'd probably be bringing a few characters along for the 
ride, too. It's a sure bet that Nicely Nicely and Miss Lola would 
spring for a wager or two. 

Now that the resort city's about at the three-quarter pole in its 
race with Portsmouth and Chesapeake to land the Churchill 
Downs-owned racing facility, it's time for some major league 
cooperation between all the South Hampton Roads communities 
to take off their blinders and make this thing a go, with nary a 
flick of the whip. 

A day the races blends smoothly with an afternoon dip off the 
Beach's oceanfront, followed by a quiet evening meal along the 
intracoastal waterway in Chesapeake or Olde Towne 
Portsmouth. 

Sulky racers with their elegant trots can lure visitors and 
hometown folks alike to the splendid assortment of museums 
and historical sites abounding in the area. 

No one, of course, expects the planned track to be a blanket of 
dogwoods, because, after all, Hampton Roads is an ever- 
growing and ever-youthful place to play, live and work. But our 
traditions will soon develop and the Virginia Beach oval will 
most likely wear a crown one day, much like a Kentucky Derby 
festival week. 

Virginia is grand and the enticement of its own proud derby- 
to-be should guide all the area city governments to set 
parochialism aside and proclaim that "this track's for all of us." 
And should the track become a kind of shrangri-la by the 
seaside, where $2 bets pay off in triexactas, then all of Hampton 
Roads can delight, because it has a sure-fire winner. 

Horse racing detractors are quick out of the gate to warn of 
declining attendance figures at other tracks, even some well- 
established ones, throughout the country. However, Virginia 
Beach authorities, in studies by investment bankers Scott and 
Stringfellow of Norfolk, have projected that in 1996, the track's 
first season of operation, revenues between $55.2 and $69 
million will be generated. By the turn of the century, the figures 
rise to about $77 million. 

Revenues aren't just millions of $1 dollar bills sitting tightly 
reined in a bank vault somewhere. Revenues translate into jobs 
for an regioii hard 1iit my military downsizing and an overall 
slogglish economy. Revenues translate into hungry and sleepy 
tourists; meals get brought in restaurants; hotel rooms, 
convention facilities are booked. Revenues in the millions can 
help reduce real estate taxes, add cops to patrol beats, 
firefighters to emergency calls and teachers to less crowded 
classrooms. 

The track alone can't do all this by itself. But the track can 
demonstrate to other out-of-town entrepreneurs that Hampton 
Roads is definitely a place for a successful business - whether 
that business is a new record store in a strip mall or a 
manufacturing plant employing a couple hundred people. 

Crime, or the potential increase in criminal activity, of course, 
can't be brushed aside as though it's just a natural part of the 
race track environment. But, remember, horses love apples, the 
ones without the worms. And there are plenty more good apples 
in Hampton Roads than bad ones. - J.P.

. , The woni"gerrymandej;" cameinto 
use in 1812 when the Massachusetts 
legislature divided the state into vot- 
ing districts in

These divi- 
sions in Massa- 
chusetts re- 
sulted in a few 
huge majorities 
for the Federal- 
ists, but gave 
the opponents 
many more 
seats by small 
majorities. One 
of those dis- 
tricts had such 
' a strange shape 

it looked like a salamander. 

Elbridge Gerry then governor was 
a well-known Anti-Federalist. As a 
delegate to the Federal Convention 
of 1787, he had refused to sign the 
Constitution. To show their contempt 
for Gerry and the legislature, the 
Federalists began calling the redis- 
tricting plan "gerrymandering." 

Since then, when lines of legisla- 
tive districts are drawn in such a way 
as to give advantage to one party 
over another, they are called "gerry- 
mandering." Redistricting is gener- 
ally left to the stales under the provi- 
sions of Article I, Section 4, of the 
Constitution. "The Times, Places and 
Manner of holding elections for Sena- 
tors and Representatives, shall be 
prescribed in each state by the legis- 
laturc thereof ..." 

However, the section goes on to 
provide that "the Congress may at

any time by law maks or aUer such 
regulations." Under this authority. 
Congress has passed various appor- 
tionmentactssuchastheonein 1842, 
which required that districts be com- 
posed of "contiguous territory." Later 
acts added a "compact" qualifica- 
tibn, or equal districts. Still later acts 
omitted such requirements. 

Ten days ago, the Supreme Court 
handed down its decision in a case 
concerning North Carolina's I2th 
Congressional District. Writing for 
the majority, Sandra Day O'Connor 
left it up to a federal judge to deter- 
mine if this narrow, snake-like dis- 
trict, which crosses 28 counties, is 
unconstitutional. 

Although most individuals in this 




bizarre district belong to the same 
race, they are separated by both geo- 
graphical and political boundaries. 
This reapportionment appears to be 
racially-based gerrymandering. 

We the People should watch for 
the North Carolina Judge's decision. 
In the meantime, many questions 
come to mind. Will Virginia's new 
district that assured a minority seat 
pass muster? Will it be constitutional 
for our city to establish a minority 
district to assure a black 
councilmember? What about assur- 
ing a representative from the large 
Filipino community too?

stiecp (up to 15) on their property 
on Saddlehom Drive in North 
Landing Farms. It's a neighbor- 
hood of lots of three acres or 
more, with a horse trail meander- 
ing through the subdivision. 
People live out there so that they 
can keep horses and other ani- 
mals, so there was no opposition 
to the use permit applications. 

The area has larger breeders like 
Arnold Freeman of Gum Tree 
Farms on Pocaty Road in 
Chesapeake and Linda and Joe 
Gates, who have their farm on 
Hungarian Road off Blackwater 
Road in Virginia Beach. They 
have approximately 100 sheep 
each, only a portion of which are 
raised for their wool. In all, about 
400 sheep are apparently are 
thriving in Virginia Beach and 
Chesapeake. 

< The local shepherds 
agree that most get started 
through their children who adopt 
sheep as a 4-H project. After the 
project is over, the families keep 
a sheep, perhaps purchase another 
one, and they're hooked. ^ 

Fourteen years ago when the 
Freemans ttx)k up sheep, very lit- 
tle information was available lo- 
cally. But now the Virginia 
Extension Service provides educa- 
tional material and the sheep 
"ranchers" have an organization - 
the Bay Area Sheep. Producers 
Association - which has about 30 



members. Mrs. Freeman is presi- 
dent 

When asked whether there is 
any money in raising sheep, Mrs. 
Freeman replied, "We try real 
hard." She is a school nurse and 
he is a police sergeant, but he is 
also a professional shearer. 

Many of their activities are ed- 
ucation-oriented, said Mrs. 
Freeman. Last October 2,000 
children toured the Freeman 
Farm.

said she would, never have be- 
lieved there were so many sheep 
in the area until she became in- 
volved. 

She says that sheep actually 
improve the land, while horses 
and' cows tend to tear it up. In 
fact, few producers have an un- 
kind word to say about sheep. 
The danger in listening to them 
is the growing temptation to run 
out and buy a few. One may be 
enough. One sheep will give up 
to 12 pounds of wool a year. 

The big breeders, of 

course, are in the western 
part of the state, said Gates, and 
most of the wool goes to a wool 
pool - one sale was recently held 
in Courtland, although most of 
the wool had been sold ahead of 
time. 

Men as well as women find 
that spinning wool is relaxing 
and about an hour of spinning be- 
fore bedtime is enough to iron 
out the frustrations of the day. 

The Baileys and the Failles are 
really artists, say the other sheep 
producers. They knit, they weave. 
Bailey said that her favorite show 
is the Albemarle Craftsmen 
Show in Elizabeth City. The 
Tidewater Weavers Guild recently 
had its second annual fashion 
show, which included historic 
costumes. 

So long as there are a few acres 
left available for grazing, the 
sheep are here to stay. Their 
owners seem to love them.

Livestock is abundant at some local farms. 
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Determine the nutritional 
value of your vegetables

With contmon vegetables ai^ear- 
ing on produce shelves in* uncom- 
mon colors (everything from deep 
purple peppers to pale green 
cauliflower) it's not only hard to de- 
termine what you're buying, it 
makes you wOTder what's happened 
to all those vitamins and minerals. 

In other words, can you determine 
nutritional value by color. Would a 
purple carrot still provide beta 
carotene? 

"In carrots and other vegetables, 
it is the orange pigment that pro- 
vides beta carotene," said Ann 
Hertzler, coq)erative extension food 
and nutritionist specialist at 
Virginia Tech. 

Hertzler said that in dark green 
leafy vegetables, the orange 
carot^he pigment is hiding under 
the green chlorophyll. But it is 
there and you can see the orange 
color when the green chlorophyll 
color fades. 

"Deep orange is the only color 
you can safely say contains a lot of 
carotene," she said. "Pale yellows 
and oranges have only a little. But 
purple just means a red pigment is 



present" * 

Hertzler said "deep yellow" de- 
scriptions in food guides usually 
mean "deep orange." 

Herman Warren, extension plant 
pathologist at Tech, said basic nu- 
tritional value in most new colorful 
vegetables usually remains the 
same as in the old ones. 

"Quite often, different colors al- 
ready exist in uncultivated varieties 
of these vegetables. For instance, 
corn comes in every color from 
black to green. But it is usually the 
whites and yellows that are culti- 
vated." 

Warren said some "new" colors of 
vegetables are accomplished by 
simply cross-breeding. 

"Other limes a mutation may oc- 
cur," he said. 

Warren said that although basic 
nutritional values generally stay the 
same in "new" vegetables regardless 
of color, it is true that beta carotene 
is not in blue or white or any other 
pigment besides orange. 

"So, from that point of view, 
color changes could make a differ- 
ence," he said. "For instance, a dark 
orange sweet potato has much more 
beta carotene than a pale one." 



Haircoloring no longer a secret 



Haiicoloring can be traced back to 
ancient civilization when both men 
and women secretly used powders, 
oils, hennas and goat's grease to 
color their hair. 

By the early 20th century, hair- 
coloring was still somewhat of a 
private matter. Respectable women 
would never admit to coloring their 
hair, although thousands actually 
did. Customers entered salons 
through separate back entrances and 
services were performed in enclosed 
booths with less than perfect re- 



sults. 

Today, a change in haircolor is 
no longer a secret, but a proud and 
fashionable statement. The question 
is no longer a whispered, "does she 
or doesn't she?" But a direct, "who 
colors your hair?"

What Children Need 
To Know About Home Fire Safety 



Fire is an important part of our lives. We use it to cook food 
and we use it as a source of warmth on a cold night. But, if 
uncontrolled, fire can bring injury - and even death - to those 
we love. UnwelconK fires can erupt from a cooking pot left 
on the stove. 
Smart fire safety kids always remember: 
O Never play with matches or with a cigarette lighter, and 
keep them away from your sister, brother and friends. 

O Make sure your house has a smoke detector; ask the 
grown-ups in your house to check it often to make sure it's 

working. 

G Ask your family if they will 
help you come up with an escape 
plan to get everyone out of the 
house in case of a fire or other 
emergency. 

O If you see a fire breaking out, 
quickly tell an adult and leave it 
right away. 

a If the smoke is bad, cover your mouth with a cloth; crawl 
low on the floor until you get to the door or window. 

While trying to exit the house during a fire, always touch 
doors with the back of your hand to see if they are hot before 
you open them. If the door is hot, don't open it; go out the 
other way in your escape plan. If the door is cool, open it 
slowly and check to see whether it's safe and clear. 

G If your clothes are on fire, drop to the ground and roll 
until the flames go out. 

O Do not go back in; wait outside at the spot where your 
family members will meet you. 
G Know how to call for emergency assistance. 




Keep kids healthy and 
safe all summer long 



Don't be lulled by the rising 
temperatures when planning family 
outings; childhood ills don't take a 
holiday in summertime. Day 
camps, day care center and vacations 
all provide opportunities for ill- 
nesses and allergies to develop. To 
help kids have a healthier summer, 
follow these tips. 

G Teach kids to recognize and 
avoid poison ivy, oak and sum%. If 
your child is exposed, seek a doc- 
tor's advice for treatment and keep 
ihe child from scratching the in- 
fected area. 

G Will your kids attend day care 
this summer? If so. take precau- 
tions against rotavirus, the most 
common cause of infectious diar- 
rhea. The virus is a common prob- 
lem in day care centers and can be 
brought into your own home. Since 
it can be easily spread, use a disin- 
fectant spray in your home regu- 
larly to help break the cycle of 
uansmission. 

G Help protect kids from insect 
bites and stings: have diem avoid 
wearing scented lotions, hair spray 
and bright clothes.

Take a closer look at your car 



How long has it been since 
you've gone into your closet to do 
a "sole/heel inspection" on your 
shoes? 

Experienced shoe repairmen tell 
us preventive care can double the 
life of a pair of shoes. Further, they 
say. you can tell a lot about the 
ownet by the condition of his or her 
shoes. 

So can the automotive technician 
inspecting your tires. He can tell if 
your car has had adequate mainte- 
nance on steering and suspension 
components and whether you have 
kept your tires properly inflated, ro- 
tated and balanced. 

Just as a person with a weight 
problem, a limp or other such hand- 
icap is likely to wear his/her shoes 
unevenly, a vehicle with a steer- 
ing/suspension malfunction, or one 
that's frequently overloaded, will 
wear tires abnormally. Special 
shoes can help with walking prob- 
lems; special shock absorbers can 
help with vehicle control problems. 

For a straight and level ride your 
car must be properly aligned with 
all steering/suspension components 
working in harmony. 

The Car Care Council recom- 
mends that after die vehicle's origi- 
nal 2S,000 miles, shock absorbers 
and struts should be checked for 
leaks or other signs of deterioration 
twice a year. This inspection can be 
done by a service technician as part 



of a tire rotation and balance ser- 
vice. 

Because wear and dete- 
rioration of shock absorbers and 
struts usually is gradual, you may 
not realize your car has a problem 
until the symptoms are advanced. 
The council lists nine signs indicat- 
ing your shocks or struts may be in 
marginal condition. 
Signs from behind the wheel: 
O Body rolls and sways on turns 
or during lane change. 
O Vehicle nose-dives in braking. 
G Vehicle bounces excessively. 
Further, an under-the-car inspec- 
tion may disclose: 

O Abnormally worn or cupped 
tue tread. 

D Oil leaking from shocks or 
struts. 

D Bent or damaged rod or hous- 
ing. 

G Missing or damaged mount- 
ing parts. 

O Shiny spots above tire or on 
spring coils. 

O Worn, broken or missing 
shock bushings. 

The Car Care Council advises 
that, because shock absorbers can- 
not be re[»ired, they should be re- 
placed in i^irs or sets of four for 
the best possible ricte. The new gas- 
fllled units provide quick reaction to 
various road conditions and improve 
vehicle handling.

Fairly, or unfairly, "bad" is a de- 
scription some fans and sports writ- 
ers have tagged the team, even on 
those occasions when the Mets ac- 
tually win a game - or come close 
to scoring a run.

Administration (NOAA) to review 
the FERC application for consis- 
tency with the terms of the CSMA. 

During the Bush administration, 
Justice and Commerce advised 
NOAA that the CZMA did not pro- 
vide for interstate review. But after 
the new administration took office. 
North Carolina asked the 
Commerce to reverse its December 
1992 ruling and in April Commerce 
asked the Justice Department to re- 
view its position with respect to 
the interstate review provisions of 
CZMA. 

Rtoyw Meyera Obemdorf sees the 
most recent rulings as "a major vic- 
tory for the Lake Gaston project." 
The city, she said, is grateful for 
the assistance from the city's federal 
delegation, especially that of 
Senator Charles Robb. 

In announcing the June 28, Robb 
said djat the Department of Justice 
had ruled that North Carolina can- 



not use the Coastal Zoned 
Management Act to block the 
pipeline. 

"For the past 10 years, we've 
faced one road block after another. 
We've jumped through every hoop, 
cleared every hurdle," Robb said. 

North Carolina has objected to 
the pipeline which will use water 
from Lake Gaston which is on the 
North Carolina-Virginia border. The 
resulting litigation has tied up the 
project, pushing the completion 
date farther away than originally an- 
ticipated. Virginia Beach, however, 
has begun construction on two of 
the 10 construction contracts neces- 
sary to complete the project and the 
remainder of the project can be 
completed within approximately 30 
months following a favorable 
FERC decision. 

Robb said that cities of Virginia 
Beach and Chesap^ke - Chesapeake 
has a one-sixth interest in the pro- 
ject - have met every challenge and 
every objection to the pipeline pro- 
ject.

Farmers know when a cow's in the moood

If you thought you had heatd al- 
most everydiing about Japanese and 
American hi-tech state of the art 
electronics, then hang onto your 
spure for this one. Electronic gad- 
gciry has invaded pasuires and barts 
- those last bastions of natural tran- 
quility. 

In an effort to operate more effi- 
ciently, farmers in both countries 
are testing electronic devices for ev- 
oy "conceivable'' purpose. 

In Japan, for instance, fanners 



call their cows to feeding and milk- 
ing areas with pocket pagers. It 
saves on the number of cowboys 
Uiey need. 

In Virginia, and other states, 
cows, in the "moood," are actually 
calling farmers, with preppy ankle 
bracelets - no rhinestones, just mi- 
cro chips. 

"We don't have to call our cows 
with pocket pagers," said Charles 
Stallings, Virginia Cooperative 
Extension dairy science specialist at 
Virginia Tech in Blacksburg, 
"They're smart enough to know 



when it's feeding and milking time. 

"On the other hand," Stallings 

said, "with the ankle bracelets, a 



cow can call a farmer when she is 
in heat or estrus, and that is essen- 
tial for a good reproductive pro- 



Even with delays, crops in good shape

Local fanners seem ready for the 
hot weather, despite planting delays 
from a cool, damp spring. 

"Com planting is 99 percent 
ccHnpieted, aldiough some produc- 
ers may \k replanting (com) that 
was damaged by hail," noted Kevin 
Hiffding, a cit^ weather specialist 
with the Virginia Agricultural 
Statistics Servue. 

"Soybean planting (at 49 pacmi 
complete) is about on target with 
bm year and the five year average," 
Harding »kted, with 7S p«%ent of 
soybean cnq» reported in good 
shape. Hue-cured tobacco, fire to- 
bacco and sun-cured tobacco trans- 



planting is finished, while burley 
tobacco growers have 80 percent of 
their crop in the ground. 

Peanut conditions were rated 83 
percent good in a recent VASS re- 
port. Harding said pastures look 
good, with 80 percent of the stale's 
grazing areas also in good condi- 
tion. Hay cutting and baling con- 
tinued, with 71 percent of that for- 
age crop in gcxxl shape and 23 per- 
cent reported as excellent quality. 

And Vii^inia peach growers are 
expecting a good harvest. The 
VASS pxdicted that Virginia peach 
producers would harvest 27 million 
pounds fixMn commercial orchards 
this year, 8 percent more than the 
25 million pounds harvested last 
year. 
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gram." 

Stallings said many farmers use 
artificial insemination to impreg- 
nate their cows because it costs less 
dian feeding a bull year-round. 

"That means fanners must deter- 
mine when their cows are in estrus 
so they can increase conception 
rates and decrease open days," he 
said. 

RaTmond Nebel, ez- 
tension dairy science specialist 
at Virginia Tech, said ankle 
bracelets are based on the fact that 
cows in estms increase their activ- 
ity. 

"These bracelets, or electronic pe- 
dometers," Nebel said, "are devices 
that record the amount of walking 
done by a cow." 

Nebel said the bracelet signals a 
computer which measures a cow's 
»;tivity in 12-hour increments. If 
she walks 1.5 times more a 12-hour 
period than she walked in the same 
12-hour periods during the jffevious 
two days, the computer signals the 
farm». 

"Actually," Nebel said, "each 
morning, the farmer asks the com- 
puter, 'wIk) n^ds to be \xed today?' 
and the computer gives the names 
or numbo^ of the active cows." 

Nebel said Virginia Tech is con- 
ducting research on another elec- 
tronic device to l«lp fanners deter- 
mine when cows are Kady lo bteed. 
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Get the CURE for water restrictions! 
The Oay Buster means Le^ Watering 



"It is a mount detector. A sensor 
with a radio transmitter is placed on 
each cow's rump. It relays informa- 
tion to a computer which records all 
mounts and actually determines 
when to breed the cow, based on the 
total number of mounts, the dura- 
tion of mounting activity, and the 
duration of individual mounts." 

The mount detector is based on 
the fact that mounting activity in- 
creases when one or more cows in a 
herd are in estrus. But the majority 
of mounting activity on most farms 
occurs between 6 p.m. and 6 a.m. 

And since cows stay in estrous 
only a few hours, Nebel said farm- 
ers miss more than one-half of the 
cows' heat periods with the tradi- 
tional observation method. 

Nebel said the new heat detector 
devices will supplement, but not 
totally replace, visual observation 
by die farmw. 

"The goal is to save the total 
time required for repxxluctive man- 
agement while improving heard re- 
productive performances, Nebel 
said. 

"The bottom line is that heat de- 
tection is a chore that takes time 
and effort, and is not very glam- 
orous, but is very important to the 
total dairy operation." 

So next lime your farmer friend 
rushes from the meeting when his 
beeper goes off, you'll know why.

Fringe Tree (Chionanthus vir- 
ginicus) is a member of the olive 
family (Oleaceae) and it is also 
known as old-man's beard, or, occa- 
sionally, Virginia sunflower, flow- 
ering-ash or graybeard. 

It grows in the wild as a large de- 
ciduous shrub or a dense, round- 
headed small tree, usually with 
multiple trunks. Under good grow- 
ing conditions, trees may read about 
30 feet in height. 

The fringe tree has thick, stiff 
twigs that bear long (4 to 8 inches) 
oblong leaves. The plants have 
both female and male flowers in 
flower sprays, borne below new 
growth in May and June. The indi- 
vidual flowers have four narrow 
white petals that are 1 to H inches 
long. 

The plant is particularly showy 
•when covered with the large, airy 
clusters of white flowers. Flowers 
are followed by green fruit, called 
drupes, that turn dark blue when 
ripe, resembling i-inch-long olives. 

Fringe trees occurs 

naturally in rich loamy soil in 



woods and along streams. It is tol- 
erant of a wide range of conditions 
from full sun to partial shade. The 
best flowers are produced when the 
plant is in full sun. In cool cli- 
mates the foliage is denser and 
flowers are less profuse than in hot- 
ter, drier climates. 

Its bold, dark green foliage is at- 
uactive in summer, and is moder- 
ately showy in autumn when the 
fruits are ripe. Depending on loca- 
tion, year and individual plant, the 
fringe u-ee often has a rich yellow 
fall color. 

This tree is another one of our 
native plants that is not cultivated 
as often as it should be. In recent 
years it has been found more often 
outside botanical collections but it 
is still a rarity for the home land- 
scape. When in cultivation it is 
usually seen as a specimen tree 
with single or multiple trunks. The 
fringe tree is especially attractive 
when grown as an isolated speci- 
men in a lawn.

In addition to the base of the 
home, check common entry points 
for ants, including eaves, door and 
window frames, cracks in founda- 
tion and siding, utility entry points 
and attic vents. You may need to 
apply insecticide to these areas as 
well. 

Take these preventive steps and 
ants that want to invade your home 
will have to look elsewhere. 



Rearranging the furniture

I've had a lot of mail asking for 
hints about room arrangements - 
one of the most important parts of 
creating a comfortable, livable 
home. And, as much as I hate 
"rules," thoe are a few on room ar- 
rangements that really work for me 
when I get into a redecorating 
mood. 

The first thing you'll want to do 
is choose a focal point. It might be 
an architectural feature such as a 
fireplace or bay window, or an im- 
pressive piece of furniture such as a 
large armoire or a great piece of art. 
The important thing is that it's 
commanding and eye-catching - and 
something you like to look at. 
Once you've found your focal 
point, fumiuire and accessories will 
just naturally fall in place acceding 
to their size and u%. 

The next ihing to consider is cre- 
ating "traffic lanes" through the 
room, always leaving a two- to 
three-foot aisle for easy movement. 
Also, allow at least tfiree feet of 
^ce around doorways - and an ad- 
ditional foot at major entrance 
doors. 

Balance is the next key factor. 
That simply means mixing large 
and small, light and heavy elements 
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in a pleasing way. For instance, to 
the eye, two armchairs and a table 
can equal a sofa in the overall vi- 
sual "weight" of the arrangement. 
Or an armoire can balance a seating 
group. Just use your eyes to size 
things up and you'll be on your 
way. 

One of the easiest ways to plan 
your room layout is to do it on pa- 
per, using 1-inch graph paper and 
templates cut to the scale of your 
furniture's shapes and sizes. Or use 
the ready-made, pull-out grid and 
template system in the Home 
Furnishings Council's free "Haven" 
decorating guide. 

This way, you can switch the 
furniture templates around, getting 
a good idea of how the room ar- 
rangement will look with a wide 
variety of combinations before you 
make your purchasing decisions. It 
also t^ats moving furniture back 
and forth, if, like me, you have to 
try out every possible combination. 

Most importantly, remember diat 
how you and your family will use 
the room is the most important el- 
ement in arranging a comfortably 
d«:(»ated home. If you're not sure 
whoe a {Muticular piece of furniture 
should go, put it where you will 
get the most enjoyment out of us- 
ing it! 
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Weeds in the landscape are a troublesome eyesore. Use a 
landscape fabric under trees, shrubs and in garden beds to 
keep weeds from rearing their ugly heads. 

Weeding: a family affair 



Having picnics, going to 
movies, playing Monopoly - 
these are all activities that are na- 
tional family pasttimes. But what 
about weeding together? Yes, 
weeding - pulling those bother- 
some, unsightly weeds out of the 
lawn and garden as a family activ- 
ity. 

Though ,a family may get dirt- 
ier weeding the garden than play- 
ing Monopoly, there are many 
benefits, too. 

First, it's great group exercise - 
kneeling, lifting, stretching, 
pulling - and by the end of the 
season, your family will be in 
beuer shape than any other in the 
neighborhood. Second, it helps 
the environment when you care- 
fully remove weeds, then prevent 
them from returning by installing 
landscape fabric instead of spray- 
ing with potentially dangerous 
chemicals. 

Weeds can destroy the serenity 
of any home lawn. Broadlcaf 
weeds, such as dandelions, pig- 
weed and rageweed, are common 
lawn invaders and difficult to 
eradicate. Fortunately, they're 
easy to pull out by hand and 
nearly any child can handle the 
task if an adult demonstrates how 
to do it correctly. 

The best time to 

pull weed is when the earth 
is loose or soft, such as in 
spring, or a day or two after a 
light rain. Because a weed's roots 
can grow much longer below 
ground than its above-ground 
height, it's important to pull 
straight up to get as much of the 
root as possible. It's also impor- 
tant to grasp the weed at the 
crown, the thick-stemed area just 
above the soil surface, to pull out 
the entire plant. 

If a lawn has an abundance of 
broadleaf weeds, a weed-killing 
spray can be applied, but only as 
a last resort. Never apply an her- 
bicide in the presence of children 
or pets and strictly follow label 
directions. 

Weeds in a flower garden are 
burdensom but easier to take care 
of if two or more people work on 
it together. The first step is to 



pull all weeds out by hand. The 
second step is to cover the bed 
with a landscape fabric. 
Landscape fabrics permit air and 
water to travel through the fabric 
to the soil, but block sunlight 
from weed seeds to keep the are 
wecd-fiiee. 

If the plants in the flower bed 
have yet to be planted, cover the 
bed with the fabric then cut holes 
or x's into the fabric with scis- 
sors everywhere you intend to put 
a plant or flower. Cut the holes 
or x's large enough to insert the 
plant directly through the fabric 
and into the soil. 

If the flowers have already been 
pfantcd, cut holes or x's into the 
fabric that are slightly larger than 
the plants themselves. Gently 
pull the fabric over the plants so 
that the fabric lays flat on the 
soil surface. 

Once the fabric is in place, 
cover the fabric with gravel, peb- 
bles or wood nuggets. 

Weeds in a vegetable 
garden can attract bothersome 
insects to food-bearing plants. 
But it's especially important not 
to spray weed or insect killers in 
a vegetable garden as they could 
taint the vegetables. The simple 
solution is to gather the family 
to weed on a regular basis. With 
several people working at the 
same lime, it won't take long to 
weed-out every row. 

Though most grasses won't 
grow in the shade around the 
bases of shrubs and trees, some 
weeds seem not to mind. Any 
family member can remove the 
weeds by pulling them out by 
hand, then use a spade to dig up 
any weed roots remaining below 
the soil surface. 

The next step may require two 
or more people, depending on the 
size and shape of the shrub or 
tree. Place a strip of landscape 
fabric on the soil in a ring around 
the trunk securing it with Fabric 
Pegs. The inside edge of the fab- 
ric sJWuld come up to the trunk. 
Once the fabric is in place, cover 
it with gravel or wood nuggets 
and you won't see another weed 
there for years.

Beach detention facility looms on the horizon

Virginia Beach, which has been 
housing its juvenile offenders at the 
Tidewater Detention Home in 
Chesapeake for approximately 25 
years, soon will have to build its 
own facility. 

E. Dean Block, director of the 
Department of Budget and 
Evaluation, told City Council at a 
recent work session that although 
Chesapeake is doubling the size of 
the facility with a more than $7 
million addition, that city has indi- 
cated that it does not want a facility 
larger than the 100-bed home it will 
become with the addition. 

Forty-eight rooms and auxiliary 
areas, 7,850 square feel in all, will 
be added to the 52-bed facility, 
which is expected to be completed 
by July 1, 1994. 

Block advised council that the 
city should continue the arrange- 
ment with Chesapeake as long as 
possible because of the savings, but 
should make plans to build its own 
facility. 

Council this week was expected 
to consider an updated agreement 
with the city of Chesapeake to con- 
tinue using the Chesapeake home 
for five years. Under th-, agreement, 
Virginia Beach would contribute 
$939,000 toward the construction 
of the additicH) and in return would 
be a guaranteed a minimum of 46 
beds, a first year credit of $100,000 
and a $41 per diem cost for the next 
four years. Chesapeake City 
Council approved the agreement 
last month. 

Block said that the city wcwld 
more than recover its investment 
during the five years and would not 



have to use its charter bonds to 
build a new facility. 

Block said that the S2-bed 
Chesapeake home is overcrowded 
and is now operating at 150 percent 
of capacity. He said that the per 
diem cost may increase to $60 after 
the addition is completed. 



Virginia Beach at present uses 
about 50 percent of the beds at the 
home, which also swves the cities 
of Porumouth and Suffolk. 

A number of munici- 
palities in the state are cur- 
rently building detention homes or 



expansions, said Frank Kern, assis- 
tant director of the Chesapeake 
home. Because of the activity in 
this area, Kern said, the State Board 
of Youth and Family Services is re- 
ceiving numerous requests for ap-

Linwood Branch, III, sees 
Virginia "Beach as the next Tampa 
or Charlotte or a reborn Baltimore, 
as it moves toward its golden birth- 
day in 2013.

Someone who will cut 
through red tapt to make things hap- 
pen for the entiie Community widi 
imagination and creativity. 

'To be in a position like this, I 
believe die voters have every right to 
ask someone why they 're running for 
office. And if the voters think the 
answo' says 'I want to increase my 
e^' then they should vote for the 
person who's willing to make sacri- 
fices instead."

of us joined 231 
other Virginia 
teachers at the

Ca. There we joined 9,000 teachers 
for a week of debate and collabora- 
tion on the volumes of issues facing 
public educators today. 

One of the highlights of the con- 
vention was a visit by President 
Clinton on his way to the economic 
summit in Tokyo. He slopped by to 
thank us for "teaching our children, 
siaOlng our schools, leading our com- 
munities and building our future." 
He also shared with us a quote from 
one of his favorite books, The Prince 
of Ticks. 

There's a passage in the book where 
the main character, a school teacher 
named Tom, is asked why hechose to 
"sell himself short" when he was so 
talented and he could have done any- 
thing with his life.

Schools provide students with the 
skills and knowledge necessary for 
the labor force.

Public 
schools provide the cohesion that 
unites us as a society. 

No other institution provides the 
young people of this country with a 
sense of unity and common culture as 
well as respect for individual differ- 
ences. No oUier institution brings all 
groups in our society together and 
seeks to teach respect for the law, the 
value of the democratic process, and 
the rights of others. No other institu- 
tion is committed to providing equal- 
ity of educational opportunity for all. 

Only public schoolsare committed 
to ensuring a common educational 
experience and to building a cohe- 
sive society. 

Our public schools are the ties that 
bind this diverse and pluralistic soci- 
ety into a nation. There is no institu- 
tion more fundamental to American 
society and democracy than its pub- 
lic schools. 

Our country has arrived at a critical 
moment for public education. For 
well over a century, public education 
has been recognized as a fundamen- 
tal public good. Iltat recognition is 
uh'der increasing attack as politicians 
propose sul)stituting market compe- 
tition for public schools.

The Other news item that troubles 
me concerns legal immigrants. On 
July 2nd, a Nauiralization Court in 
Tucson, Arizona, was conducted in 
Spanish, except for the oath itself. 
One wonders if tfiese petitioners for 
citizenship understood the words to 
which they swore. Their lack of flu- 
ency in English no doubt caused the 
court to conduct the other parts of the 
naturalization in their native tongue. 

Although English is not our "offi- 
cial" language, it is one of the few 
fOnaining things dial hold the fabric 
of the nation together. In the past, 
learning English was a prerequisite 
to becoming a citizen. Now one must 
wonder if other ethnic groups should 
be accorded the same treaunent given 
those new citizens in Arizona. Per- 
haps judges and naturalization ex- 
aminers will need to learn all lan- 
guages. 

Immigratioi is like a "moving per- 
mit," but naturalization imports much 
more. It suggests permancy and a 
new allegiance. It connotes a culling 
of former lies, supplanted by a new 
ideotogy, a new alliance and a new 
language.

misinformed on certain issues," 
Branch said. 

"If a newspaperis meant to be a 
source of information for people, 
then the news must be reported as 
news. There should be no editorial- 
izing in the articles. That's what 
the editorial page is for. Isn't it?" 

Branch doesn't pre- 
tend that Virginia Beach is an 
eden-like haven for all its citizens. 
"Certainly there arc some people 
who don't get along with others. 
But negative reporting has an ef- 
fect," he said. "I'm in the hospital- 
ity industry, and it's disturbing 
when people from Ohio or Indiana 
call and ask if there's racial trouble 
at the Beach." 

The first-term councilmember 
obviously takes offense at what he 
sees as inflammatory news articles 
about Virginia Beach. He also is 
disturbed when positive news is not 
rqxwted. 

"I spent a great deal of time with 
one of their (VPILS) reporters re- 
cently discussing golf courses. I 
gave him facts and figures that 
would provide for an upbeat, in- 
depth article, but nothing has ever 
been reported. This was a missed 
opportunity to let people know 
about something very positive be- 
ing explored in the city." 

Branch met with Campbell and 
Frank Batten, Jr., publisher of The 
Virginian-Piloi and Ledger-Star af- 
ter he wrote a letter to the editor 
critical of the newspaper's coverage 
of the Stampede. 

"Mr. Batten called and asked to 
see me," Branch said. "His expla- 
nation for the way the newspaper 
handled the Stampede story was that 
reporters are there to delve into is- 
sues and play up an angle out of a 
particular issue." 

The "racial tension 

existing in Virginia Beach an- 
gle" on the Stampede story, it 
would appear, was cut and dried by 
a statement in Public Editor's Lynn 
Feigenbaum column June 27 ex- 
plaining the newspapers' reporting 
philosophy. "A beat reporter is ex- 
pected . . . even obligated ... to 

look at a situation in the context of 
past experiences. And in the case 
of the OceanfrcHit, it's hard to forget 
its history of racial tensions." 

Feigenbaum's reference, of 
course, is to the disturbance three 
Labw Day'sago of alleged pdice 
brutality toward a group of college- 
aged Afro-Americans who partied 
along the Oceanfront 

"I think we've recovered from 
Greekfest," Branch said. "I get tired 
of race being constantly brought up 
in their news articles. To continu- 
ally relegate issues to black and 
white components only causes dis- 
sension. It isn't healthy or produc- 
tive. And in the case of the Dixie 
Stampede, I see what could have 
been a jewel along the oceanfront as 
an economic boost to the commu- 
nity get run out of town."

There's good news for many 
Americans concerned about their 
diets. 

The U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration and the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture are re- 
quiring more reliable and more 
useful nutrition information on 
food packages. Almost all foods 
will have to carry nutrition in- 
formation that will help with to- 
day's health concerns. Titled 
"Nutrition Facts," it will usually 
be found on the back or side of 
the package. 

Many new labels will also 
carry "shorthand" nutrition in- 
formation that will usually show 
up on the front of the package. 
For example, defmitions of words 
such as "light" and "low fat" are 
now set by the government so 
they mean the same thing for ev- 
ery product on which they a^jear. 
Most health experts agree that 



what we eat can raise - or lower - 
our risk of certain diseases. For 
example, a diet low in fat can 
help reduce the risk of getting 
certain kinds of cancer. 

To help consumers apply these 
scientific finds to their own diets, 
claims linking a nutrient or food 
to the risk of a disease or healtii- 
related condition will be allowed 
under certain circumstances on 
FDA-regulated products. Seven 
such claims will be allowed: 

G Calcium and a lower risk of 
osteoporosis. 

D Fat and a greater risk of 
cancer. 

D Saturated fat and cholesterol 
and a great risk of coronary heart 
disease. 

G Fiber-containing grain 
products, fruits and vegetables 
and a reduced risk of cancet. 

D Fruits, vegetables and grain

products that contain fiber, par- 
ticularly soluble fiber and a re- 
duced risk of coronary heart dis- 
ease. 

Sodium and a greater risk 
of high blood pressure.

According to the American 
Association of Orthodontists. 
(AAO), there are outward signs that 
may indicate your child is in need 
of an orthodontic examination.

Though 
u°eatment doesn't necessarily begin 
at this eariy age, an early examina- 
tion enables the orthodontist to 
evaluate the problem and determine 
the appropriate time to treat the 
child for maximum improvement 

In some cases, the orthodontist 
may recommend "interceptive" 
treatment to prevent more serious 
problems from developing. Early 
intervention frequently makes the 
completion of treatment at a later 
age easier and less time-consuming. 

Whether or not an orthodontic 
problem is detected, however, a 



child should visit an orthodontist 
for a checkup no later than age 7. 

After evaluating your child, the 
orthodontist may simply recom- 
mend periodic checkups while the 
permanent teeth are erupting and the 
jaws and face continue to grow. Of 
course, the orthodontist eventually 
may determine there is no need for 
braces, which, these days, may or 
may not please your child.

proval of 50 percent state reim- 
bursement. 

The Chesapeake/Virginia Beach 
agreement also requires that 
Virginia Beach will not ask for 
state reimbursement over the next 
five years. 

The cost of building detention fa- 
cilities has escalated in recent years 
because of the growing number of 
young offenders incarcerated as a re- 



sult of the get-tough-on-crime 
trend, Kern said, and because of the 
higher standards set by the state for 
such facilities. Norfolk is building 
an 80-bed facility. 

K^m said that the addition the 
Chesapeake facility will be the 
largest of the 17 in the state. Larger 
buildings, would be less effective, 
according to suidies, Kern said. 

Councilmember Paul J. 
Lanteigne said that many police of- 
ficers avoid dealing with juveniles

Health and aging experts believe 
65-plus group underrepresented 



Older Americans with drinking 
problems are often referred to as a 
"hidden" population. While the 
older population as a whole drinks 
less than younger age groups, 
drinking problems are more com- 
mon along older people than most 
Americans realize. Many health and 
aging experts believe the 6S-plus 
group is seriously underrepresented 
in veatment for alcoholism. 

Older people who drink 
run the risk of experienc- 
ing health problems. 

The physical process of aging in- 
tensifies alcohol's effects. Physio- 
logical changes take place in the 
body that change the way alcohol is 
absorbed and removed. In general, 
people's tolerance for alcohol 
decreases as they get older. As a 
result, drinking affects older people 
more strongly and for a longer pe- 
riod of time. 

Many older people who drink 
also run the risk of experiencing 
health problems due to the alcohol's

reaction with medications they are 
taking. Alcohol is a drug. Just one 
to two drinks when combined with 
some common medicines (including 
high blood pressure pills) can cause 
problems. 

Among the drugs that can cause 
serious problems when taken with 
alcohol are tranquilizers (Valium, 
Librium, Miltown, Mellaril), barbi- 
tuales (phenobarbital), pain killers 
(Darvon, Demerol) and anti- 



histamines (both prescription and 
over-the-counter versions). The 
problems include dangerous effects 
on people's judgment, reaction 
time, coordination and alertness. 

While heavy alcohol consump- 
tion is associated with many health 
conditions - including liver disease, 
memory loss and depression - the 
biggest problem for older people is 
the increased number of accidents 
that occur due to intoxication.

Closely spaced houses and 
shrinking yards challenge home- 
owners to landscape on a smaller 
scale. The increased use of patios 
and terraces also has created the need 
to use trees and shrubs as barriers 
for protection and privacy. 

This move away from pure or- 
namentation forces the homeowner 
to select species with an eye to- 
wards space usage as well as decora- 
tive effect. Neglecting the use of 
the trees just because the yard is 
small can be detrimental in the long 
run. 

Trees, no matter what size, pro- 
vide shade and cooling, help purify 
the air and provide a haven for tran- 
sient wildlife such as birds. 

A mistake most peo- 
ple make is to look at the size 
of a tree in the nursery, and think 
that's all there is to it. You should 
first find out what the tree's natural 
height, crown spread and root spread 
will be before making a decision to 
buy. Then you should determine if 
the tree or shrub is right for your 
landscape and where would be the 
most appropriate place to plant it. 

Consideration of the natural 
height is necessary to avoid future 
entanglement in power lines. There 
are many species, including the 
Amur Maple (Acer ginnala) and 
Paperbark Maple (A. griseum), that 
are naturally lower growing. 

In addition to the height factor is 
the crown spread of the tree. The 
crown spread is the widest circum- 
ference of the tree's top in all direc- 
tions; trees with a wide crown 



spread can interfere with power 
lines, cause interference with park- 
ing space and cause pedestrian prob- 
lems. 

, The third factor, root spread, is 
also critical when determine the 
placement of a tree or shrub. Many 
species such as willows, poplars 
and aspens have shallow, water- 
seeking root systems which spread 
rapidly. To avoid break-up of foun- 
dations, driveways and sidewalks, 
these species must be kept away 
from those areas. 

There are two meth- 
ods to slow down or stop root 
spread, while maximizing use of 
space. The first is to create a raised 
bed -by piling the soil up, and then 
bricking it in with railroad ties, or 
by sloping the soil around the sides 
of the plant, to create room for deep 
instead of lateral growth. 

The other method is to plant 
trees in containers. You should 
only plant trees of small size and 
slow growth habit in containers. 
Trees in containers require more 
care. They need frequent watering 
during the summer and need to be 
stored in an unheated garage or shed 
during winter as they are more vul- 
nerable to exposure. 

When necessary, thin out con- 
gested, diseased or dead branches. 
Trees planted in containers will not 
live as long as those planted in the 
ground, but they can live for a con- 
siderable time with proper care. 

Select trees for your yard with an 
eye towards the speed of growth and 
mature size. Placing a small speci- 
men near the house may look good 
now, but not in 10 years.

Natural gas is the most economi- 
cal home energy source and can 
save consumers thousands of dollars 
in furnace and water heater operat- 
ing costs over the life of certain ap- 
pliances, according to studies by the 
U.S. Department of Energy and the 
American Gas Association. 

The DOE figures are issued each 
year as part of the federal govern- 
ment's appliance labeling program. 
The program requires the disclosure 
of energy efficiency or operating 
cost information on a broad range 
of home appliances, including fur- 
naces, heat pumps, air conditioners, 
water heaters, dishwashers, refriger- 
ators, freezers and clothes washers 
and dryers. TTiese figures are famil- 
iar to most consumers as the yel- 
low "EnergyGuide" labels found on 
most appliances. 

For 1992, the DOE rated natural 
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gas between 13 percent and three 
times less expensive than all other 
major alternatives. The agency 
compared, prices for one million 
BTU, or British thermal units, for 
five energy sources. A BTU is a 
standard energy measurement. The 
costs per unit were: electricity, 
S24.18; kerosene, $6.59. No. 2 
heating oil, $7.43,-propane, $8.10; 
and natural gas, just $5.80. 

Over an average 19-year lifetime 
of an appliance, the savings by us- 
ing natural gas can amount to thou- 
sands of dollars, according to 
A.G.A. 

The operating cost comparisons 
indicated on the labels should be an 
important factor in haying deci- 
sions, the association says, because 
savings in appliance operating costs 
can quickly make up for differences 
in initial purchase price. 
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Storing herbs

One of the benefits of growing 
your own herbs is the sight and 
smell of bunches of herbs drying. 
Whether you just want to see them 
hanging, use them for cooking, or 
if you intend to make potpourris, 
the best way to ensure a usable har- 
vest is to know the proper cutting, 
drying and storing methods required. 
Harvest leafy herbs for drying 
just as flower buds begin to open. 
It is often necessary to spray the 
plants with a garden hose the day 
before cutting to clean din and dust 
off the leaves. A dry sunny morn- 
ing after the dew has dried, but be- 
fore the sun dissipates the volatile 
oils, is the best time to cut herbs. 
Cut plants about halfway down the 
stem - auxiliary buds will generate 
new growth below this point. 
Harvest seeds when their color 
changes from green to brown but 
before seeds drop. 

To dry long-stemmed leafy herbs 
remove any dead or discolored 
leaves. Gather the stems into small 
bundles and tie the ends together 
with string. Hang the bunch upside 
down in a warm, well-ventilated lo- 
cation out of the direct sun. 
Sunlight will spoil the colors and 
dissipate the oils. 

To dry short stemmed herbs, 
seeds and flowers, spread them out 
on a drying screen. Window screens 
or a homemade device made from a 
wooden frame and cheesecloth may 
be used. Strip the fresh leaves from 
the stem and spread in a thin layer 
on the screen. For convenience, 
herbs with very small leaves such 
as thyme may be dried whole. Place 
screens in a warm, well ventilated, 
location out of direct sun. They 
should be propped up off the ground 
to allow good air circulation on all 
sides. 

Once dry, herbs 

should be stored in air-tight 
glass, metal or ceramic containers 
in a cool, dry location. Paper or 
cardboard containers should not be 
used because they absorb oils. 
Check the containers during the 
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first week of storage to make sure 
there is no condensation on the in- 
side. If so, this indicates that the 
contents are not thoroughly dry and 
will mold unless taken out and dried 
a few days longer. 

Many leafy herbs such as basil, 
parsley, mint and French tarragon 
may be frozen for future use. To do 
so, harvest and wash the herbs as 
you would for drying; then gently

pat dry with a paper towel. Remove 
the leaves from the stem and place 
them in small plastic sandwich 
bags or plastic freezer boxes. 

Alternately, process or chop the 
washed leaves fine and mix with a 
little water to form a slurry of water 
and leaves. Freeze the mixture in 
ice cube trays and when completely 
frozen remove the "herb cubes" 
from the trays and store in tightly 
sealed plastic bags for future use. 
Use as needed to add fresh herbal 
flavors to your favorite fall and 
winter sauces, stews and soups. 

Herbs have many uses and with 
proper planning and a little effort, 
you can enjoy them all year long.

"If I could pound anything into 
people's heads about swimming, it 
would be those three things," Kiley 
said. 

Kiley is in charge of approxi- 
mately 85 staff lifeguards employed 
by the city of Virginia Beach who 
patrol between Fort Stwy and Little 
Island Park. 

Tucked inside those boundaries 
are Sandbridge Be^h, Croatan and 
the 42-block long resort strip. 
Watching and warning thousands of 
locals and tourists, the lifeguards 



are responsible for maintaining a 
safe swimming and recreational en- 
vironment. 
"Lifeguards alone can't guarantee

safety," Kiley said. "Swimmers 
have to lake responsibility for their 
own behavior. Even if someone 



injury or drowning." 

Diving into incoming 



waves, for example, is the first 
thing not to do at the oceanfront, 
Kiley said. 

"Every season there are tragic ac- 
cidents because someone has dived 
into shallow water or water with 
hidden objects. It only takes a split 
second for someone to become para- 
lyzed for life. These accidents don't 
just happen at the ocean or lakes, 
either. Diving into a pool can be 
just as dangerous, because some- 
times people get so caught up in 
having fun they forget to be care- 
ful." 

Precautions, Kiley said, include 



knowing the water depth; not div- 
ing into other swimmers; and 
knowing how to properly dive. 

"If someone is uneasy in water, 
the best thing to do is take swim- 
ming lessrais from a skilled instruc- 
tor," Kiley said. "There are pro- 
grams through local YMCA's, for 
example, where anyone, regardless 
of age, can learn to swim properly 
and safely." 

Knowing one's swimming limi- 
tations will also help prevent acci- 
dents from occurring, he said.

a student's high priority. And it is 
for Cenedella.

ing into the clinic, especially HIV 
cases. My feelings have just been 
reinforced that medicine is what I 
want to do for the rest of my life." 

Woricing at the clinic has allowed 
Cenedella to see the physical side of 
medicine, but her volunteer time 
with Response-Sexual Assault has 
allowed her to also witness psycho- 
logical pain. 

"I have an aunt who was date- 
raped and that led to my volunteer- 
ing at Response. The emotional 
pain and trauma these women go 
through is as deep as any physical 
wound," Cenedella said. 

If not volunteering at the clinic 
or at Response, Cenedella teaches 
vacation bible school at her church, 
Westwood Hill Baptist, where she's 
a member of the youth choir. She's 
also helped organize the Virginia 
Youth Conference on Endangered 



Species and attended the initial 
Student Congress on the 
Environment at Virginia Wesleyan 
College last summer. 

In addition the full scholarship. 
Mason Scholars receive academic 
support from the university with a 
special orientation program, a com- 
puter-equipped study lounge and 
mentor experiences with distin- 
guished faculty members. They also 
have internship opportunities to 
work on Capitol Hill with their in- 
dividual congressional representa- 
tives; for Cenedella that will be 
Owen Pickett. 

"I'm not going to George Mason 
just because of the fantastic fman- 
cial package diey've offered me. But 
I'm convinced I'm going to be get- 
ting an excellent educational oppor- 
tunity," Cenedella said.

There will beagreatdeal of discus- 
sion by board members before their 
requests are sent to City Council, but 
there seems to be a great deal of 
interest in accelerating their technol- 
ogy initiative. 

The National Education Associa- 
tion has also been talking to teachers 
about what level of technology is 
available to them in their classrooms 
and recently released a survey with 
some not so surprising results. 

The technology sur- 
vey, conducted by Princeton 
Survey Research Associates for the 
NEA, found that only 12 percent of 
teachers report having telephones in 

their classrooms. And while nearly 
nine in 10 teachers have access to 
computers at school, computers arc 
installed in only about half - 52 per- 
cent - of classrooms today. 



According to the NEA survey, the 
number of teachers reporting com- 
puters in their classrooms does not 
vary according to the income level of 
the school district. What separates 
the "haves" from the "have nots" is 
access to modems that tfansmit com- 
puterized data. Of the teachers sur- 
veyed, 53 percent of those in upper- 
income communities had access to a 
modem at school, but only 36 percent 
of teachers in middle-income and 30 
percent in low-income communities 
had access to modems in school. 

Budget limitations create the most 
serious barrier to a teacher's ability to 
make belter use of classroom com- 
puter technology. Three-fourths of 
the teachers surveyed (74 percent) 
cited money as an obstacle. Other 
important obstacles include lack of 
training (53 percent), lack of soft- 
ware (48 percent), lack of technical 
support (46 percent), and insufficient 
wiring in the building (37 percent). 



Other survey findings: 

• Texhers in affluent and subur- 
ban schools are more likely to work 
in a high tech environment. Schools 
on the cutting edge in terms of tech- 
nology typically provide more com- 
puters in the classroom and access to 
modems and fax machines at school. 

• Schools have been slow to dis- 
card outmoded technologies. Nearly 
two-thirds of lesffihers (65 percent) 
say that mimeograph or ditto ma- 
chines are still being used in their 
schools. 

• About a third of teachers (31 
percent)andhalfofthose in high tech 
schools (49 percent) believe that their 
own leaching effectiveness has im- 
proved "very much" as a result of 
technology. 

• Only about 25 percent of class- 
rooms make use of the newer tech- 
nologies, such as CD-ROM, laser/ 
video discs and other interactive 
media. 

• About one-third (34 percent)

Our goal is to have existing toilets 
replaced with ultra-low-flush (ULF) 
fixtures, which use no more than 1 .6 
gallons per fiush. 

This concept of offering financial 
incentives for installing ultra-low- 
flush toilets is gain support through- 
out many parts of the country. Areas 
such as San Diego, Tucson, San An- 
tonio and Denver offer similar rebate 
programs. 

A typical toilet in Virginia Beach 
that was installed before 1977 uses 
from five to seven gallons of water 
per flush. Toilets that were installed 
after 1977 use about 3.5 gallons. By 
installing ultra-low-flush toilets in 
your home, a typical family can ex- 
pect a savings of 8,700 gallons or 
more of water each year! 

Since the rebate program was 
adopted by council, we have received 
a number of inquiries about how to 
qualify for the program and how it 
will work. To qualify for the rebate 
program, you will need to get a rebate 
application and a plumbing permit.

Virginia Beach City Council recently adopted, by unanimous vote, a reso- 
lution entering into an agreement with Churchill Downs, Inc., to pursue 
building a horse racing facility in Virginia Beach. 

The vote followed a Churchill Downs' choosing of Virginia Beach from 
among several Virginia cities interested in being the site for a $40 million 
racetrack, plus as many as six off-track betting facilities (OTBs) located 
statewide. 

Virginia Beach Mayor Meyera E. Obemdorf is reportedly confident about 
the new venture. "I feel sure we will prevail because we've got a winning 
combination: the world's best city and the world's most legendary race- 
track. That means prestige, jobs and revenue for our city, the state, our 



partners and their investors." 

The proposed racetrack in Virginia Beach is expected to increase tax rev- 
enue by $2.6 million annually, generate nearly 1,000 jobs, help preserve 
agricultural lands and promote tourism and agri-business in the city. 

The racetrack project is contingent on the completion of several permit- 
ting processes and approval by the Virginia Racing Commission (VRC). By 
October 1, Churchill Downs will apply to the VRC for a license to operate 
what is expected to be the only race track in Virginia. 

"This overwhelming show of support by the Virginia Beach City Council 
is extremely important. It should put us in good stead when we submit our 
application for a licEnse with the Virginia Racing Commission, said 
Churchill Downs president and chief operating officer, Thomas H. Meeker. 



Background 

• November, 1992: Virginia Beach voters overwhehningly support a race 
track and pari-mutuel wagering in a public referendum. 

• December, 1992, and February, 1993: City Council resolutions invite 
race track interests to work with city to locate race track in Virginia Beach. 

• Virginia Racing Commission: Accepting applicarions on October 1, 
1993, for the race track in Virginia (statewide competitive process); deci- 
sion expected first quarter of 1994. 

• 1986 precedent: City Council approved a resolution of intent to guaraft- 
tee certain debt of the Sports Authority of Hampton Roads for a proposed 
NASCAR track. 

Conditions

Seniors write legislators about foot care 
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Many older Americans are taking 
a step in the right direction when it 
comes to ensuring an independent, 
more pain-fiee future. They're writ- 
ing their legislators in Washington, 
urging them to change the Medicare 
law so it will pay for the preventive 
foot care many older Americans 
need - the kind that keeps you walk- 
ing! 

If you're an older American, in- 
dependence means the ability to 
fend for yourself, to get around with 
help, to use the supermarket or 
drugstore, to be able to visit friends 
and socialize. In short, to be inde- 
pendent, it helps to be able to walk. 
Painful conditions df your feet can 
prevent that. 

Many older people believe their 
feet are supposed to hun, but that's 
not true. Doctors of pediatric 



medicine are trained to overcome 
painful conditions and help prevent 
their return. Yet because of quirks 
in the law. Medicare and other in- 
surance programs probably won't 
pay for such preventive care as 
trimming corns and calluses or 
treaunent of flat foot conditions. 

These programs will pay for 
much more costly and drastic mea- 
sures - treating infections, perform- 
ing surgery, even amputations - to 
correct conditions that develop be- 
cause simpler preventive measures 
weren't taken earlier. 

Many seniors and other taxpayers 
who think having Medicare pay for 
preventive would keep more older 
folk independent and less of a bur- 
den on the health care system are 
writing their legislators with their 
views. You can get their names by 



calling the county seat; then write 
to the U.S. Senate, Washington, 
D.C. 20510 and the House of 
Representatives, Washington, D.C. 
20515. 

Here are some other things you 
can do to protect your foot health: 

D If you have diabetes, have 
your feet professionally examined at 
least twice a year. Wash your feet 
daily, wear well-fitting, comfortable 
shoes and clean hose and inspect 
your feet for redness, blisters and 
scratches. 

G If you have pain in your 
lower back, it may be because your 
feet need more support. A doctor of 
pediatric medicine may suggest 
wearing onhoses in your shoes to 
make standing and walking mwe 
comfortable.

Use car seats; it's the law 



Everyday, heading off to day care, 
shopping centers or the park, chil- 
dren are in danger of losing their 
lives. 

No parent, grandparent or 
guardian would willingly put a 
child at risk. Yet, everyiime an in- 
fant or toddler rides in a motor ve- 
hicle being restrained in a car seat, 
they are just that - at risk. And it 
happens more often than you might 
think. 

The first law requiring car seats 
for children was enacted in 
Tennessee in 1978. By 1989, all 50 
states, the Disb-ict of Columbia and 
Puerto Rico had enacted similar 
laws. At that time, car seat use was 
steadily increasing, primarily be- 
cause, through education, the issue 
was top-of-mind with citizens. 

Today, however, the usage rates 
have fallen stagnant and the 
tragedies perpetuate. Motor vehicle 
crashes are the leading cause of 
death and injury among young chil- 



dren. According to the National 
Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration (NHTSA), child car 
seats are highly effective in prevent- 
ing death or injury in motor vehicle 
crashes. 

"We estimate that car seats are 70 
percent effective when correctly 
used, which makes them one of the 
single most effective auto safety 
devices ever made," said Michael 
Brownlee, associate administrator 
for NHTSA. 

"We believe that with child re- 
straints, we are saving about 250 
young lives each year. That number 
could double if every child in the 
country was buckled up correctly in 
a car seat," said Brownlee. "People 
who do not correctly use a child 
care seat may not fully appreciate 
the consequences. They either lack 
diligence, or in some ca.ses, they 
lack knowledge. They need to be 
educated," he said. 

NHTSA and a host of state 



highway safety officials and inde- 
pendent consultants recently 
launched Project Safe Baby - an on- 
going national program designed to 
increase the availability and correct 
use ofchild car seats. 

Through the program, convertible 
car seats (appropriate for infants 
from seven to 20 pounds and for 
toddlers from about 20 to 40 
pounds) are available at wholesale 
cost. 

In addition, educational materials 
for both parents and children will be 
distributed and, with the help of lo- 
cal and state safety officials, a 
number of programs designed lo in- 
crease correct use of car seats are be- 
ing implemented in communities 
across the country. 

"We are pleased that companies 
are taking the initiative on the car 
seat issue and that they'll be using 
their considerable resources in our 
communities to make an impact on 
this national crisis," Brownlee said.

Soils that are compacted or high 
in clay resist root, water and air 
peneuation and can seriously hinder 
plant growth. Compacted soils are 
very dense and lacking in pore 
space, which lessens water holding 
capacity and rooting; area. 

Soils high in clay also tend to be 
dense. Because of the very fine tex- 
ture and small pore size of clayey 
soils, water is so lightly held that 
uptake by plant roots is limited. 
Due to the lack of large pore 
spaces, water passes through both 
soil types very slowly; Ifierefore, 
both frequently are too wet 

The ability of a growing root tip 
to penetrate soil is directly depen- 
dent on soil strength. Soil strength 
is controlled jointly by a soil's 
bulk density and moisture content. 
Workable, loose soils have bulk 



densities of 0.8 to 1.3 grams per 
cubic centimeter (or have 70 to 50 
percent pore space), while severely 
compacted soils commonly have 
bulk densities in the range of 1.6 to 
1 .8 (or 40 to 30 percent pore space. 

Root penetration is greatly re- 
tarded when bulk density exceeds 
1.4 during dry conditions. The same 
soil when moist, however, may not 
impede rooting because soil 
strength is then decreased. 

Bulk density is difficult for gar- 
deners to determine accurately, so 
analysis of compacted or dense soils 
mujt be estimated. You can identify 
a clay soil (if you can't just by 
looking at it) by measuring its 
plasticity. To do this, take a small 
amount of soil from the area or 
layer in question and wet it. Roll 
the sample between your palms or 
on a flat surface. A clay soil makes 
h long, thin ribbon or string that 
doesn't fall aj^rt easily. The longer 
and more cohesive the "string" is, 
the more clayey the soil sample.

Compacted soils or soil layers are 
hard to dig through, whether wet or 
dry. But perhaps a belter way to de- 
termine compaction is to evaluate 
plant root growth. Plant roots will 
stop or be restricted at/in compacted 
layers, or root growth will be poor, 
conpared to growth in looser soils. 



The best way to im- 
prove rooting in compacted soils 
is to increase the porosity by tillage 
and incorporating organic matter 
into the soil. Addition of cwnpost 
and/or other organic amendments 
into topsoil ensures that the soil is 
well aggregated (or better structured) 
and, therefore, contains more large 



pores, as well as total pore space. 

Compacted layers or zones in 
soils are called pans. Compacted 
subsoil layers limit total soil vol- 
ume available for rooting and re- 
strict total water and nutrient avail- 
ability. These layers also perch wa- 
ter tables (cause water to "back up" 
instead of draining downward). 
Sometimes, water tables perched by 
compacted soil layers last for ex- 
tended periods of lime, causing sat- 
uration or waterlogging within the 
root zone. Deep tillage or ripping is 
the only practical way lo improve 
subsoil porosity, but may be loo 
expensive for many gardening situa- 
tions. However, care must be taken

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to avoid excessive Ullage, since that 
may lead to the destruction of large 
aggregates. Too much tillage also 
decreases organic matter content by 
speeding decomposition. 

The structure of the 

compacted soil zone also strongly 
influences its effect on plant 
growth. Artificially compacted 
zones (traffic pans) often are much 
denser than natural clay pans and 
have no breaks or channels, such as 
are found in naturally occurring 
pans. Traffic pans must be physi- 
cally shatlered to allow significant 
rooting. Natural subsoil clay pans, 
on the other hand, often have struc- 
tural>planes of weakness that allow 



roots to penetrate to some extent, 
even though the layer overall is 
very dense. Subsoil pans, especially 
naturally occurring ones, are per- 
manent, quite thick and very diffi- 
cult to alter. 

In the Tidewater area, soils are 
sometimes amended with organic 
matter before shrubs are planted. In 
very tight clay soils, this can lead 
to the "bathtub" effect where the 
soil around the roots of the shrub 
soaks up and holds a lot of water 
and becomes waterlogged because 
the water cannot drain through the 
surroundings heavy clay. 

For this reason, shrubs and trees 
are best planted in the natural soil 
with no amendments.

"Even the experienced swimmer 
has limitations. When a person gets 
in trouble they panic and that's 
what causes drowning to occur be- 
cause the body loses its chemical 
buoyancy and can't float. The 
calmer a person is the better chance 
they have," Kiley said. 

Other things to avoid. 

Kiley*said, include never'swirtiYning 
in the ocean beyond the shore 
break, that spot where waves begin 
to form; never expect rafts or inner- 
tubes to be safety devices; and 
never, never assume because a life- 
guard is on duty that nothing will 
go wrong, or if it does, the life- 
guard will come to the rescue. 

'"Oh, it's their (the lifeguard's) 
responsibility' is one of the most 
dangerous assumptions a person can 
make," Kiley said. "Lifeguards have 
to battle ocean conditions like (he 
current, for example, and the fear 
and panic of the swimmer who's in 
trouble. Knock on wood, we 
haven't lost anyone this season, but 
tragedies can occur." 

Although it seems obvious, 
Kiley said alcohol will always play 
a critical role when drowning or se- 
rious injury is a possibility. 

"People are careless and show off 
when alcohol is a factor. Nobody 
wants to keep anyone from having 
fun, but drinking, swimming and 
boating can be a fatal mix." 

Certain medications and physical 
and mental conditions must also be 
considered when a day of swimming 
in the ocean, a lake or pool is on 
the agenda. 

"Some medications may affect 
coordination, for example," Kiley 
said, "and frfjysical or mental handi-

caps may be high risks for some 
swimmers. Even food intake can 
cause problems. Although it's 
nev^ been scientifically proven, I 
believe a pnson shouldn't swim for 
30 minutes after eating. I guess ev- 
erybody grew up with their mothers 
telling them that, sM I still use it 
as a rule of thumb," Kiley said. 

Water safety is pretty much 
common sense.

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Important things to remember 
when wallpapering your h^me; 
check condition of walls first 



An easy way to give a room an 
entirely new look is to add wall- 
paper. "Installing wallpaper is 
not as difficult as you think. 
Once you establish your own 
style of hanging, it gets easier 
and easier," said Stephanie Wray, 
a design center specialist. 

First check the condition of 
walls to determine if you can pa- 
per over existing paint or cover- 
ing, or if you need to remove or 
prime before you begin. 

Clean painted surfaces with a 
solution of bleach and water then 
prime wall with wallpaper primer 
before hanging new paper. The 
importance of primer is two-fold: 
wallpaper adheres better when 
placed over primer, and if you 
choose to hang new paper later, 
the primer also makes it much 
simpler to remove the old. 

Plaster walls, as 
found in homes constructed 
30 years ago (most newer homes 
have wallboard), present a special 
.problem. If you do have plaster, 
you will find it's a temperamen- 
tal material and when subjected to 
the stress of removing old wall- 
paper or paint, may crumble and 
fall away from the wall leaving 
gaps holes. If possible, choose to 
sand and prime instead of remov- 
ing old paper. 

After cleaning and priming, 
gather tools such as a wallpaper 
brush, bin for water, several drop- 
cloths and towels, wallpaper, 
level or plumb line, pencil, pallet 
or putty knife, razor knife, 
su^ight edge and a ladder and step 
stool. 

To determine the number of 
rolls needed, measure the height 
and width of the area, multiply 
these two figures then divide by 
the square footage listed on the 
roil. This number will be the 



number of double rolls needed for 
that wall. And make sure to care- 
fully check those seemingly low 
prices for rolls. When comparing 
prices, be sure lo note whether 
the price is for a double or single 
roll of paper. 

When buying paper, ensure 
that all rolls purchased have 'the 
same lot or run number. Rolls 
purchased from a different color 
lot or run may not match exactly. 

Pre-pasted vinyl is the easiest 
wallpaper to work with. But if 
you choose to use paper without 
glue, simply roll out the paper 
on a dropcloth and spread glue 
with a wallpaper glue brush. 

Measure paper on 
the wall, not the floor. 
Unroll against the wall, hold 
putty knife against the wall and 
paper. Cut above the putty knife 
leaving three or four inches of 
wallpaper at both the top and bot- 
tom. 

After cutting, roll the sheet 
paste side and place in water bin. 
Slowly unroll the paper through 
the water ensuring that all areas 
are damp. Fold one end toward 
the middle of the sheet so that the 
paste sides are touching. Fold the 
other end toward the middle also - 
this process is called booking. 
And it's important to lightly fold 
so a crca.se is not visible in the 
paper. Now allow the paper to 
expand and sit the stated amount 
of time on the roll so the paste 
becomes sticky. This could vary 
from 30 seconds to five minutes 
depending on manufacturer in- 
structions. 

After waiting a few minutes, 
it's time to hang the first piece. 
Start in the center of the wall, 
leaving the bottom part folded 
and stick the top section to the 
wall. Brush from the inside out

to smooth paste, then unfold the 
bottom and b^ush smooth. 

Lightly run the wallpaper 
smoothing brush across the paper 
before cutting, to ensure ail air 
bubbles have been smoothed, re- 
membering to pay special atten- 
tion to the seams. Use a straight 
edge as a guide when cutting 
along the top and bottom. 

Follow the same process of 
subsequent sheets, making sure 
to butt the edges of wallpaper to- 
gether without overlapping. A 
note of warning: if patterns have 
to be, matched, there will be some 
loss of paper depending on the 
size of the pattern repetition. 

The most important 
things to remember 

when matching seams is not to 
stretch the paper to make them 
meet. If the glue is of the right 
consistency, the wallpaper will 
slide easily making the patterns 
much easier to match. StretclKd 
wallpaper may shrink when dry 



and leave gaps. After each sheet 
is hung, sponge and wash excess 
glue, especially if the glue has 
made contact with any woodwork 
or cabinetry. 

When papering near outlets, al- 
low the paper to cover the outlet 
until most of the sheet has been 
smoothed. Paper around the out- 
let by from the center of the out- 
let and working outward. Leave a 
little extra to tuck about a quarter 
of an inch under the switchplate. 

When working into a comer, 
fold the paper into the comer and 
smooth. Make a plumb line on 
the new wall close enough to 
overlap the second sheet, then cut 
a straight line through both 
sheets. After removing excess, 
the sheets will easily butt to- 
gether. 

Plan an entire weekend for 
your first wallpapering project, 
assuming an area no larger than 
an average sized bathroom. The 
next exercise in wallpapering 
might only take an afternoon.

Junipers range in size from low 
growing ground covers lo shrubs 
and small trees. 

Most junipers are dense in habit 
of growth, with tree forms from 
columnar to pyramidafand narrow 
to broad; shrubs from compact to 
wide-spreading and ground covers 
from flat to mound shape. 

Junipers are important evergreens 
for landscape use due to their toler- 
ance of unfavorable soil conditions, 
hardiness and great variation in size, 
habit, color and growth rate. 

This genus of narrow-leafed ever- 
greens possess aromatic wood, 
shreddy bark and scale-like leaves 
which are usually needle-like on 
young plants. The foliage color 
ranges from dark lo light green, 
blue to silver, with some yellow- 
colored cultivars. 

Junipers are used as ground cov- 
ers, in foundation plantings or as 
hedges, screens or windbreaks. 
These plants may also be utilized 
for background plantings in shrub 
beds or flower gardens, as specimen 
plants or in rock gardens. 
Regardless of the use of Junipers in 
the landscape, consideration must 
be given to ultimate plant size in 
relations to the space available 
since certain cultivars are quite vig- 
orous in rate of growth. 
/ 

Junipers are dioecious, that is, 
like Holly, the female or fruit-bear- 
ing flowers are all on one plant, 
while the pollen bearing male flow- 
ers are on another. Many cultivars 
are especiaHy attractive in fruit, 
even through it may take from one 
lo three years for the fruit to ripen. 
Remember, in order to have berries, 
you will need to plant both sexes. 
The oil of Juniper, extracted from 
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the berries, is used lo flavor gin. 

Junipers as a group will with- 
stand hoi, poor, dry soils and will 
probably do as well as any other 
evergreen in city areas. A few culti- 
vars can be used in partial shade; 
however, dense shade cau.ses plant 
40 beeome thin and leggy in appear- 
ance. 

Most dwarf or slow 

types require a little pruning; 
however, certain cullivars such as J. 
c. "Pfiizeriana" and 'Hcizi' should 
be pruned extensively lo maintain a 
compact, symmetrical habit. The 
upright types should be pruned to 
maintain a dense plant and some ir- 
regular forms, such as J. v, 
"Canaerli," require more extensive 
pruning to obtain a symmetrical 
shape. Junipers will withstand 
moderately heavy pruning if done 
just before branches growth starts 
in early spring. Use had pruners lo 
head back branches grown too long 
and prune crowded stems with thin- 
ning cuts. Never shear junipers 
with hedge clippers. Do not cut 
back to leafless wood or dead zone, 
the juniper will stay brown and 
leafless. Always allow some tufts 
of foliage to remain below each cut. 



As with most plants, certain in- 
sects and diseases are U'oublesome. 
The most serious diseases of certain 
Junipers is Phomopsis BNghi, 
which causes the ends of branches 
lo become brown. This disease is 
usually not serious in the landscape 
but can be controlled by spraying 
the young foliage in early spring 
several limes with a fungicide. 
Spider miles may become serious 
during hot weather and can be con- 
trolled when first seen with a miti- 
cide.

"Our studies have been so limited 
that we don't even estimate how 
many are swimming off our coast," 
said Mark Swingle, assistant cura- 
tor and dolphin research coordinator 
at the Virginia Marine Science 
Museum on General Booth 
Boulevard.

to know everything we can about 
that species."

mon marine animal off the Virginia 
coast; that there was a serious die- 
off in 1978 probably caused by the 
bottlenose consuming fish toxic 
from red tide; it's a very social an- 
imal, congregating in groups to 



play, to migrate, to mate traveling 
in pods of 20 or more individuals; 
it's very adaptable in captivity; its 
average lifes{mi is 25 to 30 years, 
but some have lived as long as SO 
years; its gestation period is 12 
months with a female birthing a 
calf every two or three years. 

"The bottlenose dolphin is the 
closest thing in the sea to human 
beings," said Swingle. "So, for 
humans, it's sort of a species indi- 
cator of the environment. If the 
environment is not suitable for the 
bottlenose, then it won't be tolera- 
ble for us to live in either, because 
we share the same diseases."

Making diat statement is Mark Swingle, assistant cura- 
tor of exhibits and Operation Dolphin research coordinator at 
the Virginia Marine Science Museum in Virginia Beach. 

Swingle and others engaged in dolphin research make a 
strong case that what's good for dolphins is good for humans. 
The argument can also be phrased in the negative. 

Pursuing knowledge of the bottlenose 
is not an end in itself for the 



museum's researchers. It is a pursuit, 

in fact, to know more about the 
interconnectedness of all life and the 
strange union existing between a crea- 
ture with dorsal fins and one with 
\^ hands and feet. 

The importance of research into dolphin habits and habitats 
cannot be overstated. Similarities between dolphins and hu- 
mans far outnumber the one big difference - diey live under the- 
sea, humans don't. Set that aside, and there's not much differ- 
ence. 

Both are warm-blooded mammals who conceive, bear and 
nurse their young identically. Both are social animals who in- 
teract and bond with their own kind. Both play, both work, 
depending not upon mood, but upon necessity. Both commu- 
nicate in sounds unique to their species, but becoming increas- 
ingly understandable to each other. When treated with respect, 
both respond generously with affection. 

Pursuing knowledge of the bottlenose is not an end in itself 
for the museum's researchers. It is a pursuit, in fact, to know 
more about the interconnectedness of all life and the strange 
union existing between a creature with dorsal fins and one with 
hands and feet. 

Knowing the link between dolphins and humans in the evo- 
lutionary spiral may help to blind the superior view the one 
species has of the other. It could also be a lesson that all life 
exists in a parmership. 

The botUenose is here willing to share everything about itself. 
The museum volunteers arc here to learn the bottlenose. The 
public 'stontributions help both. — J.P.

Overall, it is estimated 
that, with the president's plan, the economy will cre- 
ate 8 million jobs over the four years. 

The Clinton plan includes several iwovisions to 
create luid grow small businesses - including more 
than doubling the expensing provision, a targeted 
small business capi^ gains tax cut, and a retroactive 
extension of the 25 percent deduction for health insur- 
ance premiums. The plan also includes $500 billion 
in deficit reduction - which has driven intoe^ rates to 
a 16-year low. 

Small business groups, including the National 
Fedoation of Indq)endent Business (NFIB), have pre- 
viously testified stressing the importance of the 
President's key small business proposals - expensing, 
targeted small business capital gains cut and lower in- 
terest rates from deficit reduction. 

The president's plan is fair. There is no such thing 
as a "small business tax" in the plan. Opponents are 
trying to fool people into thinking that small busi- 
nesses will pay a special tax. They are reforing to the 
president's proposal to increase the income tax rate 
for the top 1.2 percent wealthiest Americans - those 
making over $140,000 - and the fact that some small 
businesses file tax returns as individuals. Major 
newsp^rs, including the Wall Stieet Journal and the 
New Yoik Times have pronounced qiponents' attacks

Only 4 percent of small businesses would pay 
higher income lax rat^ in the; president's plan, and 
that 4 percent of ^ihill bUslrt^Ss^ are not mom-and- 
pop businesses.

The U.S. Chamber of Commerce believes that un- 
less there is an immediate public outcry. Congress is 
expected to narrowly pass a budget bill by the first 
week of August that will strangle the fi'agile ko- 
nomic recovoy and risk anoth^ recession.

The museum study is being un- 
dertaken by staff and some mem- 
bers of the Stranding Team, people 
first on the scene to rescue beached 
dolphins, whales and sea ttirtles, or 
migratory birds. , 

"We're all volunteers who have 
to do tills work on our own spare 
time," Swingle said. "Those of us 
on die staff of the museum are city 
employees and our job is to operate 
tfie museum. We weren't hired to 
do research. Usually we're out on 
the boats one or two times per 
week for about 4 hours each trip."

Seniors should be cautious of living trusts 



Marty seniors are being urged by 
aggressive salespersons to set up 
living trusts. 

Before you decide to go ahead, 
you should know sometimes more 
is promised than is legally p^mit- 
ted under these trusts. So proceed 
with caution. For those unfamiliar 
with living trusts, the following 
may be helpful: 

First of all, a living trust must 
conform to state law. In many 
states, it can be created when the 
assets of one person, called the 
grantor, are transferred to the trust, 
which is held by another person, 
called the trustee. 

The trustee is permitted to man- 
age the assets for a third party, 
called the beneficiary. In many 
cases, the grantor is also the benefi- 



ciary. 

It's called a living trust because 
it's created during the lifetime of 
the grantor, unlike a testamenatry 
trust which is created through a 
will. 

A living trust may be created to 
allow someone to manage the as- 
sets of another person, or as a way 
to pass property during one's life- 
time. However, most legal authori- 
ties advise that even with a living 
trust, a will is needed to distribute 
property. 

While there are many positive 
factors involved in setting up a liv- 
ing trust • especially if there's a 
chance that probate could hold up 
the distribution of property after 
death, it's not necessary for many 
people. Examples: couples with 



joint bank accounts, or who own 
homes jointly, or who are benefi- 
ciaries of pension and life insur^ice 
policies, wouldn't ordinarily be af- 
fected by ixobale. 



The abuse in the 

marketing of living trusts of- 
ten comes by way of distorting its 
benefits. For example, it docs not 
help you avoid income taxes, as 
some promoters suggest, nor will it

help prevent disease and extend and 
improve the quality of life, cmly 
about a fourth of older Americans 
ex»cise with any regularity, accord- 
ing to a survey by the National 
Center for Health Statistics. 

Another study found, somewhat 
ironically, that 58 percent of older 
people believe they get as much ex- 
ercise as they need. These findings 
suggest that even though more 
Americans are concerned about get- 
ting and staying fit, older people 
may not be doing as much as 
younger people to reach that goal.

Practical techniques for relieving stress; 
working parents need to set time to be alone 



Fruit juicy treats 

A good juicer or blender are your tickets to a summer of healthy re- 
freshment With a little creativity (or a good cookbook), you can create 
an almost limitless variety of tasty and nutritious beverages. 

It's best to buy fruit that's at its peak of perfection. A rule of thumb 
is to select fruits that are soft but not mushy (the exceptions are apples 
and melons which should be hard). Bruised and inedible parts are fre- 
quently bitter or less sweet than edible portions, so it's best to di»:ard 
tl«se parts before juicing. 

Try different juice combinations, pairing sweet with tart juices and 
thin juices with purees. Fruit coolers also get a kick from sparkling wa- 
ter, club soda or ginger ale. If the juice is too tart, you can sweeten it 
with superfine sugar, honey, fructose, maple sugar or artificial sweet- 
ners.

But since economic conditions 
often require that both parents 
work, and in single-part families, 
the parrat has to wtHk, d^ing with 
that guilt and stress is important for 
everyone's well-being.

• Set aside some time fw your- 
self as soon as you get home, 
promising the children you will 
give your attention to them in a 
few minutes. Be sure to follow 
through with the attention to the 
children, too. Use the time to relax, 
Sporakowski said. Unwind by lying 
down, listening to music, exercis- 
ing, reading or whatever relaxes 
you. 

If part of the stress is youngsters 
who are hungry, try having nutri- 
tious appetizers available that don't 
need much work to fix. Then, in- 
stead of rushing to prepare dinner to 
appease appetites, sit down and 
snack a little with the children. 
Have dinn^ late in the evening. 

"TTiere are many practical tech- 
niques that you can use," he said. 
"The trick is to use them in feeling 
good about your daily situation."

Prevention can be the solution to roundworm problem 



Each year, more and more swine 
health problems are linked to intCT- 
nal parasitism. As a result, pork 
producers are working to better un- 
derstand the parasite problem, one 
that has consistently plaqued their 
operations. Damage from one para- 
site in particular is becoming in- 
creasingly clear. 

Larval migration of ascarids. or 
large roundworms, costs producers 
an estimated $400 million annu- 
ally. Jn the "hog belt" alone, stud- 
ies indicate that over 70 percent of 
the .economic loss associated with 
internal swine parasitism is due to 
roundwom damage. 

Unlike other swine parasites, 
namely the whipworm, large 
roundworms exist under the most 
restrictive production environments. 
For example, a recent swine para- 
site study of 84 confined herds in 
NOTth Carolina revealed only large 
roundworm (ascarid) and nodular 
worm infectiwis. More specifically, 
19 percent of pigs in the 125 to 
140-pound weight range were in- 
fected with large roundworms, 
while 25 percent of pigs in the 175- 
to 200-pound rmge were infected. 

Profit from preventton 

Effective treatment of large 
roundworms precludes the use of 
traditional dewoiming lechniqiiK. 

Maturing larvae continually mi- 



grate outside the intestinal tract, 
first to the liver and then to the 
lungs. The swine liver dysfuncti(Ni 
resulting from migrating larvae of- 
ten leads to organ condemnation at 




therefore prevent larvae from mi- 
grating in the first place. This can 
only be accomplished through a 
program of continuous deworming, 
or "preworming." This preventive 
approach is particularly important 
because larvae cause the most so-i- 
ous damage during migration. 
Producers can avoid economic 



loss associated with roundworm in- 
fection - up to $4.70 per pig - by 
feeding a continuous deworming 
product. Currently, there is only 
one product of this type on the 
market. 

This product is actually a pre- 
wormer that breaks the parasite's 
reproductive cycle by continously 



ridding the host of both larvae and 
jKlult forms. No larvae, no migra- 
tion. No migration, no adults. This 
translates to no roundworm damage. 
Simply put, preworming prevents 
large roundwwm damage vtliere and 
when it really counts. 

While maay producers currently 
preworm. «)me may decide - in an 



effort to control costs - to cut short 
their effort. Producers may opt for 
an abbreviated program that reduces 
parasite control costs. However, the 

losses due to decreased feed effi- 
ciency, increased medication usage 
and veterinary fees end up costing 
farmtxe.

Pesticides are chemical sub- 
st^ices used to kill ot control pests. 
To the farmer, pests could include 
insects, like the com earworm or 
granary weevil, bent on devouring 
their crops; a host of grass and 
broadleaf weeds that compete with 
their crops fw light, water and nu- 
trients; and finally, disease organ- 
isms such as pow<^ mildew that 
can lower crop quality and yield if 
left untreated. 

To the homeowner, pests may 
include annoying and disease-trmis- 
mitting fli», nK)squitoes and code- 
roaches; moths that eat wool; bee- 
tles that feed on package food;

Recycle old bowls, buckets and jugs 



You've got extra room just 
outside your front door and you 
want to beautify the area. The 
new porch looks great, but a 
splash of color would help. You 
love your new apartment, but 
miss having the garden at mom's 
and dad's house. You crave fresh 
vegetables, but don't have 
enough hours in the day to create 
and maintain a full vegetable gar- 
den. 
What to do? 

Try container gardening. 
AccOTding to experts, a leading 
manufacturer of all-natural or- 
ganic potting soils and fertilizers, 
bright and beautiful flowers, as 
well as all kinds of vegetables, 
can be grown with relative ease 
in containers. Most local lawn 
and garden centers sell all kinds 
of containers, from plastic to clay 
pots to wood and in a variety of 
shapes and sizes. 

Many people like to transform 
household items into unique con- 
tainers. Consider recycling old 
bowls and buckets, baby baths 
and even large plastic juice or 
milk jugs into a new home for 
flowers and vegetables. Whatever 
you select, be certain that the 
container will be big enough to 
house the plant when it's mature 
and that there are enough slits or 
holes in the material to allow for 
proper drainage, which is vital for 
healthy growth. 

Choosing the plants 

Many sun-loving annuals and 



hardy perennials thrive in con- 
tainers. Some plants, such as 
chrysanthemums, make excellent 
cutting flowers, while others, 
such as geraniums and begonias, 
can be brought indoors as a house 
plant at season's end. Annuals to 
consider include petunias, 
marigolds, lobelia, violets and 
sage. Other popular annuals in- 
clude ageratum, zinnias and 
salvia. Among the many annuals 
that tolerate shade well are bego- 
nias and impatients. 

Another option is perennials 
that can be grown as annuals. A 
colorful kaleidoscope of such 
plants includes alyssum, Black- 
eyed Susans, browallia and lilies. 
You may want to create a rain- 
bow effect by mixing and match- 
ing plants that will grow together 
compatibly. If there is any doubt, 
ask for assistance from the garden 
center staff before purchasing the 
plants. 

Arranging started plants in the 
container is as easy as reading the 
plastic tag on the plant flat, 
which will detail the vital infor- 
mation, such as the expected 
height of the plant at its matu- 
rity. Simply place plants that 
grow taller in the center of the 
container and those that grow 
shorter around the outside in de- 
scending order. This will ensure 
proper growth and provide the 
best visual results. 

Choosing the ~ 
right potting mix

Any recipe for healthy con- 
tainer plants begins with the pot- 
ting mix. A quality mix will en- 
able air to circulate around the 
roots and permit adequate 
drainage. 

An all-nahual soilless mix, for 
example, is composed of sphag- 
num peat, composted spruce and 
hemlock bark, vermiculite and a 
special blend of natural fertilizer. 



The nutrient-rich composition 
of potting mix provides the ideal 
environment for the potted plants 
and cuttings, as well as for start- 
ing seeds and flowering bulbs. 

Watering 

Soil, as rule of thumb, should 
be damp, not too dry or too 
soaked.

Display plants 
safely at home

Most of our homes are graced 
with houseplants. As adults, we re- 
alize these plants are to be looked at 
and not eaten, but children may 
have other ideas. 

Be sure children understand about 
houseplant safety, and if necessary, 
place houseplants so little hands 
cannot reach them. The following 
are some plants that require caution: 

G Members of the Araceae fam- 
ily - these plants contain needle-like 
crystals of calcium oxalate that 
penetrate and irritate tissues of the 
mouth and throat. Chemicals in 
their sap, such as asparagine (a pro- 
tein), also can cause inflammation 
of mucous membranes. 

Plants in' this family include dief- 
fenbachia, philodentkon, caladium 
and elephant's ear. Symptoms of 
poisoning from dieff«it)achia are in- 
tense burning and irritation of the 
mouth, tongue and lips. If the reac- 
tion is severe enough, the swelling 
can seal off the breathing passages. 
Philodendron, caladium and ele- 
phant's ear produce the same types 
of symptoms wh^ ingested. 

It is an»opriate to note here the 
debate about the poinsettia. The 
original warnings on this plant 
were from a report in 1919 on a 
child who died in Hawaii where 
poinsettia is used as an ouukxh' or- 
namental. However, laboratory tests 
have not conflrmed the toxicity of 
the plant when ingested. Poison 
control centers receive many reports 
each year of ingestion of poinsotia, 
but only occasional abdominal pain

These plants contain sola- 
nine, a poisonous glycoalkaloid, 
that is extremely toxic even in 
small amounts. Jerusalem cherry is 
an ornamental in this family. 
Eating its berries cause symptoms 
ranging from headaches and stom- 
ach pains to shock and paralysis of 
the circulatory and respiratory sys- 
tems. However, not all members of 
the Solanaceae family are toxic; for 
example, tomatoes and peppers.
